When 15,000 to 20,000 ‘Southern 
Baptists assemble in Norfolk next 
week for their annual convention, 
there is need for the nearly 13,- 
000,000 Southern Baptists who will 
not be there, to participate in-the 
convention’s actions, by undergird- 
ing it with earnest prayer.
